Green Clay Smith was born in 
iohmond, Ky., on the second day ot 
July, 1832. 

His father was Speed Smith, a law- 
er of that place, and his mother was 
io eldest daughter of Gen. Green 
lay, and a sister ot the Hon . Cassius 
M. Clay. 

He served in the Mexican war 
when a mete boy, and afterwards 
tudied law, practicing first in his na- 



tive town with his father and later in 
Covington, Ky. 

He was elected to the Kentucky leg 
islatnie in I860. 

he served his country In tho CIvi 
war, and was made a Major G«neri 
for deeds of valor on the field of batjtlu 

He was elected to the Congret-s ol 
the United States from the Covingtoi 
District in 1803, and was re-elected in 
1865. 

At tho close of this term ho was ap- 
pointed Governor of Montana bj 
President Johnson. 

He was tendered the ntlnletry to 
Spain by President Lincoln, but refus- 
ed it . 

These are among his political and 
military honors. 

Hemirried Miss Lnna Duke and 
they raised a large and interesting 
family of children. 

In April, 1869 he entered the misis 
try of the Baptist church in which hi 
did his greatest and best work. 

He was called to our church at thb 
place In 1880, where his work way 
wonderfully blessed. Daring the two 
years pastoi ate the membership of tin 
church was nearly double. 1. 

In 1S82 he was called from here IV 
Louisville. We again sent for him in 
1889 to come and help in, which he 
did for two years until he was cal'ed 
to the Metropolitan baptist church in 
Washington City, and hi thai ohftrgt 
he died. 

Like the Deeiples, he quit all else to 
follow Christ. And in that cause he 
Dm) his military genius in command- 
ing the forces of God against the hosts 
of tho devil. 

He was a favorite pulpit orator, 
nsiug the reason and logic he had 
learned in law . 

He was a man of great dignity and 
force of cbaracler,yet easily approach- 
ed by all because of the assurance of 
his love and sympathy. 

As a lawyer, statesman,' ciilitan 
leader, preacher and as a private eiii- 
zen and Chris-ian, lie fulfilled tin 
latvs of God and man. "He fought a 
good tight ; he finished his course ; he 
koptthe faith. Henceforth then. \t 
laid up lor him a crown of righttou-- 
nes i." The memory of this man w ill 
livo wiih his words and his words to 
iuJblre and help us to lead such go< d 
noble and true lives as he lived and to 
die in tho faiih as he died.

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How Colored Lamps Are Made 

"Almost everybody supposes thin 
those little globes are made of colored 
glass," said an electric light wlrer IM 
other morning, picking up one ol tin- 
colored iucandescent lamps preparato- 
ry to fastening it in a large illuminat- 
ing sign, " but the color is not in thi- 
glass ; it is only laid ou the outside. 
There's where the globe was dipped," 
aud as he held up the lamp for inspec- 
tion, a tinge of red color could he seeiu 
extending like a thiu film around the 
brass top ou the lamp, and showing 
plainly that the brilliaut red had been 
gained by plunging the completed 
lamp into a liquid . To look at the 
colorod iucandescents as they are used 
in decorating halls or forming illumi- 
nated signs, almost auyoue would 
take it for granted that thoir coloring 
was in the composition of the glass. 
But to color gla s in composition re- 
quires a preparation of gold and cop- 
per, and is too expensive to satisfy the 
ordinary demands of business. The 
compauies have therefore been driven 
to Cmd mine cheap substitute for gen- 
uiue colored glass, and that substitute 
is now obtained by covering the 
globes With a liquid coloring matter 
and allowing them to dry. The effect 
is just as good as if the globes were 
gouuiue colored glass, but thecolorinj 
is not so lasting. It way be washed 
oflor it may fade, and until the color 
ing process is perfected, the color can- 
uot be depended on in any case for long 
use without renewal. Although it 
might at .first bo thought that this 
method could be used lor coloring ' 
glass used la all kinds of signal lamps 
trie large colored globes iu druggists 
windows, or anything else where col 
orcd glass is wanted, it is easy to set 
that whenever a tlanie comes in prox 
imity to glass colored by the cheai 
method, the color, made up as it li 
with alcohol aud an inflammable gum. 
will be destroyed. This method has 
been need for making cheap eye- 
glasses aud spectacles, however ; for a 
piece of mica colored with a till 
aniline is just as good a protection 
agaiust the glare of the suow as if the 
manufacturer had used the fines! 
ored lenses.— Boston Transcript.

GEN THOMAS 



Would Ha?o Been a Southern Sol 
dier But For His Wife- 



General William Mahone, of Vir- 
ginia, sat in Chamberlain's deeply in- 
terested in a well-bound volume of 
substantial sizo. To a reporter who 
ventured to ask the title of the hook, 
the General courteously said : 

"It is made up of 'Papers of the 
Military Historical Society of Mas- 
sachusetts,' and contains critical 
sketches of some of the leading Feder- 
al and Confederate Generals. I was 
at that moment engaged on the sketch 
devoted to General Thomas. It is a 
very fair aud interesting account of 
his character and services . I knew 
Thomas personally, for he was born 
and reared in my section of Virginia. 
He was a military man of excellent 
parts, rather slow to act, but never 
able to grasp the idea that he had 
beeu whipped. His bulldog tenacity 
was a strong characteristic. 

I know a good deal more than this 
book about Thomas's predilectioH for 
the Southern cause. Iu passing 
through the State on his way from 
Texas to New York at the time that 
the Legislature was deliberating on 
the question of secession, Thomas said 
with emphasis : 'Tbre is nothing for 
the South to do but fight.' It was 
well understood that his sympathies 
were with the people of his native 
section. I was empowered by the 
Governor of Virginia to offer him an 
important position created for him 
and tendered it, with the full expecta- 
tion that it would be accepted. He 
married a Miss Marey,of New York, 
and it is no doubt true that his wife's 
influence had much to do with keep- 
ing him on the Uniou side "—Wash- 
ington Pos t. 

Look Here, Silverites. 

Hackberry, Ariz., June 25.— From 
Beach Springs comes the story of the 
flndiug of a nugget, or bowlder rather, 
of pure silver, such as there has been 
no record of in the history of mining 

the West. The bowlder weighed 
about half a ton, and its value is any- 
where from $8,000 to $10,000.

Draining The Lakes. 

The drainage canal which Chicago 
is constructing has caused such fe^rs 
and joalonsfes in other lake cities that 
the question 's to be Investigated by a 
commission of engineers whether 
the reduction of the water level of the 
lakes will be great euough lo interfere 
with trade. The question is not now 
raised for* the first time, but recent 
events have brought It more promi- 
nently into public view. 

The notion that a canal to connect 
the lakef with the Illinois river, and 
so with the Mississippi river and so 
withthe Mississippi and the Gulf of 
Mexico, would have the effect of 
draining the lakes to the extent of in- 
terfering with travel seems rather 
strained and improbable, bnt it has 

i seriously debated by ongi 
who are not agaoed iu thoir esti 
The canal will take from the lake 5,000 
cubic feet of water per second, but ten 
yosrs houce the amount will b» 
doubled. This is a considerablo vol 
unieoi water, but when we compare 
it with the 223,000 cubic feet per sec- 
ond that How through the Detroit 
or, from Lake Huron to Lako Eric, 
it does not seem so alarming. It is 
even affirmed that the tunnels of tho 
Chicago and iMhvaukce water-works, 
when running to their Ml capacity, 
take in more water than the canal will 
do. 

The waterway which Chicago calls 
bv the modest name of drainage canal 
is in fact meant to be a great ship 
canal, which will withdraw watei 
meant for the St. Lawrence river and 
transfer it to the Gulf of Mexico, 
is an ambitious project, and is well 
calculated to excite jealousy among 
the commercial rivals of the Windy 
City. But it seems very improbable 
that the water so withdrawn will

A CURIOUS FIND- 



A Woodman Takes a Human Jaw 
bone From a Tree 



Mr. W. A. Blair, of 309 We-t 
Peters street, has in his posses 
what he thinks is the jawbone of a 
human skull, which was found in the 
center of a Carroll county tree several 
months ago. 

Mr. Blair has a small wooden box 
containing two wooden blocks and in 
one of the latter there are wiiat look.- 
like a jawbone and a row of teeth, re- 
sembling human teeth very much. 
The specimen is in a block of red oak 
wood about four inches thick, w 
Mr. Blair says was taken from tho 
center of a tree two feet iu diameter. 
Tho o'her block of wood is the part 
which was taken from over the bone, 
the print* <uf the teeth being plainly 
visible on it . 

Th/ tree in which the strange bone 
and teeth ^were found was one sup- 
posed to bo about 80 years old, and 
was on the property of V, B. and P.

The bone was found by W. F. 
Turner while splitting the tree into 
boards, aud he makes affidavit that it 
was 4 Inches from the bark of the 
tree and 4 inches from tho center, the 
tree being a little over two feet iu di- 

neter. 

The only explanation Mr. Blair 
thinks that can be offered of the 
strange find is that a mau was mur- 
dered and his body fastened to the 
tree by a wedge being driven through 
the skull into the tree. In support of 
hat theory there is what looks like a 
wedge ruuniug slantingly through the 
block contaiuing the bone. 

Mr. Blair thinks the murdered 
man's body must have been left hang- 
ing in the tree and that in time the 
skull was entirely covered by the

inaugurate a policy of unequal taxation 
which, in connection with general mis- 
government by the Republican party, cul- 
minated hi I lie business panic of ls.«;i. 

.Second— The Democratic party, which 
has ulwuys stood for the separation of 
church and state, for the -like alike of civil 
and religious freedom, does not hesitate to 
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Jolm W. Rhea then rend the minority

Chairman Berry announced that a re- 
vision of tne count by the secretarie 
sustained toe previous announcement 
of the substitution of the minority re- 
port on credentials for tho majority re- 
port. 

Ex-Congressman Ellis moved to amend 
Section II of the majority report alt t 
the words "platform of ISM." This 
amendment struck out that part indors- 
ing tlie administration, Cleveland and 
Carlisle. 

The first, vote taken was on the amend- 
ment of Mi. Ellis, which leaftirniod the 
( 'Imago platform of Iol):l and cut out the 
indor.-einent of Cleveland and Carlisle. 
At !:;«) the secretaries began calling the 
roll on what was termed the vote on 
Cleveland and Carlisle. It resulted as 
follows: Yeas, 270 ll-:15; nays, a'.is L'b-.'Jo. 
Tnis was considered as 111 favor of Clay, 
as woll as a victory for Cleveland and 
Carlisle. 

It was moved that the majority re- 
port be adopted by a viva voce vote. 
Messrs. Rhea, Ellis and others claimed 
that they were entitled to another sep- 
arate voto on their original minority re- 
port, which was a sarcastic indorsement 
of Cleveland and Carlisle ,.ur in.niitain- 
iug a single gold standard. The Ellis 
amendment was known f.< the supple- 
mental report. Tho roll had been called 
on it, and the silver men insisted on tho 
rollcall being called again on substi- 
tuting tho minority report for the 
majority report. There was an over- 
whelming viva voce vote against the 
minority report, but a call of the 11 U 
counties was demanded aud ordered at 
2:30. 

Tho final vote substituting the minor- 
ity report for the majority report on 
resolutions hod only 21 ayes. 

When the minority report as well as
